Although rain has seriously ham­ 
pered the work, the Henry W. Horst 
Company, now engaged in building a 
concrete road from Tysons’ Comer, 
near 
Bendersville, 
to 
Mt. 
Holly 
Springs, is 38 per cent ahead of 
schedule, it was learned this morning 
at the local district office of the state 
highway department. 
The last concrete in a six-mile 
stretch from Idaville to 
Mt. 
Holly 
Springs was poured Monday at Hun­ 
ters’ Hun, and within three weeks that 
part of the new 
highway will 
be 
thrown open to traffic. 
The four-mile strip from Tysons’ 
Corner to Idaville is practically graded 
and ready for the laying of concrete, 
which will start Thursday, weather 
permitting. 
Must Await Hearings 
Some grading is still in progress on 
the Idaville side of the new underpass 
at Gardners. Construction of the sub­ 
way also remains to be started. 
Work on the actual building of the 
underpass, before the concrete road­ 
way on both sides can be linked under 
the tracks of the Reading railroad, is 
expected to 
consume 
two months, 
state highway department officials 
said. 
Construction of the subway, being 
built to eliminate a dangerous grade 
crossing in the community of Gard­ 
ners, cannot be started, however, 
until 
all 
legal 
barriers 
have 
been removed. The m atter of the al­ 
location of costs and expenses in con­ 
nection with the building of the sub­ 
way is before the public service com­ 
mission for a hearing to be held later 
this month. 
After the costs and expenses of the 
subway have been allocated, con­ 
struction work 
can be 
started, re­ 
quiring at least two months to com­ 
plete. 
Finiali In November 
The full stretch of IO miles of con­ 
crete highway from Tysons’ Corner to 
Mt. Holly Springs will be completed 
by November 15, according * to 
in­ 
formation at 
the highway depart­ 
ment 
The contractor has been able to keep 
ahead of schedule, despite the un­ 
favorable weather, by working two 
shifts, one in the daytime and the 
other at night. Between 180 and 200 
men have been employed steadily on 
the job since work was started, but 
recently many of the employes have 
quit the road work to pick apples in 
the orchards of upper Adams county.

WILL NET MORE 


T H A N MILLION 


Crop 25 Per Cent Larg­ 
er Here This Year 
Than Ever Before, 
C. J. Tyson 
Says. 


The value of Adams county's 
apple crop will be more than a 
rn Hi ion and a quarter dollars this 
year. 
There will be approximately 
300,000 barrels of apples harvest­ 
ed in the county of the first grade, 
with 600,000 additional barrels of 
canning and bulk apples. 
The bulk of the Adams county 
. crop will move for export. Great 
Britain being the largest buyer. 
The 1926 crop of apples in the 
United States and Canada will be 
the largest on record and 20 per 
cent larger than 1925. 
Adams 
county will have a fifty per cent 
increase in production over 1925, 
and the crop in the county this 
year will be from 25 to 30 per 
cent larger than any crop of 
apples 
ever raised 
in 
Adams 
county. 
Those were some of the high- 
spots in an address on the apple 
situation by C. J. Tyson, of Flora 
Dale, one of the largest apple 
growers in 
the country, and a 
leader in the industry, made Mon­ 
day evening before 
the regular 
weekly meeting of the Gettysburg 
Rotary 
Club at the 
Hoffman 
Hotel. 
The apple crop is now moving 
throughout eastern United States, 
Mr. Tyson said, and the exports 
for the week of September 27 to 
October 2 were 254 cars of barrel 
stock and 225 cars of boxed stock. 
Market conditions are excellent, 
Mr. Tyson intimated, and Adams 
county growers ought to reap a 
rich reward in the sale of their 
apples this season.

stances in which truthful reflections 
have been omitted because their writ­ 
ers had attempted to think for them­ 
selves. In this connection, also, the 
Cannon Bawl is too well known to 
bear added discussion. 
There re­ 
mains only the fact that censorship 
which is no wider than creed or dog­ 
matic belief preserves only the spirit 
of medieval inquisition in the modern 
scene.”
